Room of the Village Hall. 
Youth Facilities: Old Farmhouse 

The Farmhouse, having been given over entirely 
to youth provision, has been surveyed and costs are 
being ascertained. A lease is being negotiated 
between the County and Parish Councils. 

A Youth Leader from Bar Hill Church had been 
invited to the meeting so that the Parish Council 
and Church would be aware of youth pone 
which are prévitied in the village." ***** -~ 

Project 2000 

The PC agreed to write-off the Village Hall 
Management Committee's loan as a donation 
towards this project. It was agreed that a feasibility 
studv/ business plan would also be required. 

Balancing Lake: Pond 

The Parish Council had been advised by the 
County Council either to leave the pond area to 
become a "boggy pasture” or maintain it as a pond. 
Councillors decided to maintain it as a pond and 
have been advised of the necessary action. The 
Clerk is seeing whether this work can be undertak- 
en as part of the Duke of Edinburgh Award project. 

Safer Villages Initiative 

Representatives from both residential and com- 
mercial areas of the village attended the first meet- 
ing of the core committee on 16th July. 

Oak Trees 

The Tree Warden and volunteers planted 17 oak 
trees as part of the 30th Anniversary week. 

Watercolours of Bar Hill 

The Parish Council agreed to purchase the 3 
watercolours of Bar Hill unsold after the 30th 
Anniversary celebrations - these would be present- 
ed to the village to be hung in the library. 

Parking on Bridleway beside Perimeter Road. 

The County Council will be looking at the prob- 
lem of cars parking on the bridleway alongside 
Saxon Way. It was suggested that more signs are 
required so that motorists are aware that parking on 
the bridleway is not permitted. :

. Mauy of you.completed the Crime Survey in the 
May issue of the BHN and expressed an interest in 
becoming involved in fighting crime in Bar Hill. 

A meeting was held on 16th July to receive a 
report from South Cambs. District Council on their 
‘Safer Villages Initiative’ and it was agreed that a 
committee, chaired by myself, would be formed to 
promote this initiative in Bar Hill. 

A further meeting has been arranged for 30th 
July, when a detailed presentation will be made by 
Cambridge Crime Prevention Officers on reported 
crime and incidents in Bar Hill during the past 18 
months to 2 years. There will also be reports on 
‘Neighbourhood Watch' and on the Outreach Youth 
Service. These reports will form the basis for 
benchmarking crime in the Village prior to approv- 


* ‘img a strategy-and series of action plans. The recent 


"British Crime Survey" suggests that many crimes 
go unrecorded. One of our tasks must be to identify 
these if our benchmark exercise is to be successful. 
It is vital that residents report all crimes. 


How to report crimes 


In an emergency situation, ie where a crime is in 
progress or you see suspicious behaviour likely to 
lead to a crime being committed, dial 999 and ask 
for the police. It is now possible to scramble the 
helicopter from its Wyton base to be at Bar Hill in 
minutes. However, if you find a crime has been 
committed, e.g.if your car has been broken into or 
damaged, with no sign of the culprit, this is a non- 
emergency call when it is more appropriate to call 


. the.Crime-Management Unit at Parkside on 


01223 358966, who will take details and initiate 
action. 

Should you wish to discuss a perceived general 
problem such as car theft or vandalism, please dial 
the Histon Sector Station during office hours via 
01223 358966 or ask the switchboard operator to 
put you through to the most appropriate person to 
leave a message. 

The most important point to remember is that the 
police and the public have an interest in making 
Bar Hill a safer and more enjoyable place in which 
to live.

The Social Club 


The Social Club is situated in the heart of the 
Villgge, within the Village Hall complex on the 
Village Green. We are open each evening and 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday lunchtimes. Children 
are welcome, if accompanied and supervised by 
their parents/guardians, at lunchtimes and each 
evening until 9.00 pm (until closing time on 
Saturdays). We actively support several Village 
sports groups including the Colts and Village foot- 
ball teams, the Cricket Club, and our own Golf 
Society. This year we have adopted the Village Hall 
Pre-School Playgroup as our chosen charity. 

Finances and the ‘future' 

The jungle telegraph tells me of some concern 
about the recent price increase and the state of our 
bank balance. Let me try to explain: 

The reason for our large bank balance is simple; 
overeight years ago we carried out extensive refur- 
bishments, resulting in the Club you see today. The 
committee recognizes the need to maintain these 
high standards, whilst continuing a programme of 
improvements and, hopefully, expansion; over the 
years. as a result of our improved facilities and the 
ambience created by our staff, the Club's member- 
ship has continued to increase. 

Around five vears ago, we started to look at 
areas of potential expansion and when we thought 
we had a workable plan we started liaising with the 
Village Hall Management Committee to look at 
improvement and expansion of the whole building 
as we wanted to avoid a piecemeal and inefficient 
approach. These meetings resulted in the ‘Project 
2000' committee, which in turn co-opted Parish 
Councillors to advise and assist in seeing the pro- 
ject through to fruition. Planning approvals have 
been obtained so funding remains the outstanding 
issue - which brings me back to our bank balance. 

We now have sufficient funds to finance the 
Social Club part of the expansion plans, but the 
management committee do not wish any phase of 
the work to start until funding of the whole project 
is assured. The Parish Council discussed the mat- 
ter at their meeting on 17th July and we await the 
outcome. Everyone from the Social Club, 
Management Committee and Project 2000 are all 
extremely frustrated at not being able to get over 
this last, albeit large, hurdle and | can assure you, it 
is certainly not through lack of effort ! 

So our accumulated fund is there for a very spe- 
cial purpose and not just for the hell of it! 
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The price increase “=. * 
For the last twelve years or so, the Club has fol- 
lowed the policy of ‘passing on' all brewery and 
budget increases in full, All Treasurers, accountants 
and stock takers have endorsed this action. To this 
end, traditionally, the Club passes on two increases 
per year. The increase just instigated is a result of 
brewery increases in April/May; the Budget 
increase does not take effect until January so don't 
believe all you may have heard to the contrary in 
other drinking establishments! 

| hope the above has gone some way towards 
explaining the philosophy behind what the commit- 
tee and officers feel is sound fiscal policy. 

The Club has made the following donations: 

£100 to the charity "Children with Leukaemia". 
£50 to “Happy Hours" for their tombola stall prizes 
at the Village Fete, £150 for the bouncy castle and 
insurance for the "Giant Childrens' Activity 
Aftemoon", £350 to Bar Hill Cricket Club towards 
the cost of repairs to their roller and for new equip- 
ment, £50 for 13 pairs of shorts for the Under 11 
Colts football team. 

Although we have a constitutional obligation to 
support clubs and societies using the Village Hall 
we have decided to freeze such donations until we 
have ascertained from past records exactly what we 
have given and to whom over the past 3 years. 
Then, hopefully, we will continue with our support 
but perhaps in a different format. To date the 
requests frozen are football and cricket clubs 
changing room rents £1000 (2 years), cricket club 
equipment (£250), under 9 Colts tracksuits and 
sweatshirts (£640!). This is partially due to us just 
having received a proposed 10% rent increase and 
costs for new extractor ventilation of £4,000 - 
£5,000. 

New memberships and renewals are under way, 
so if you haven't joined or renewed, please do so 
straight away. It still costs only £3 per adult before 
Ist October, after which it will be £5. It is only £1 
for Senior Citizens. 

The new bottle bank in the Village Hall car park 
is a single bank for bottles of all colours, so 
instead of going all the way to Tesco why not dis- 
pose of vour bottles at this one instead?

While we are in the 30th Anniversary year of the

Go for a walk through the top wood (dog walk) 
and see the incredible amount of different fungi out 
now - Parasol. mushroom. various sorts of Boletus. 
which grow on the ground. types which grow out 
of tree stumps. Jew's Ear (said to resemble Judas 
Iscanot's ear. because of the tree he is supposed to 
have hanged himself upon) - have a look for your- 
selves. it will be worth it. 

I recently came across something I have never 
seen before. It started off as a frothy mass of liquid 
(no, not cuckoo spit) then after a week or so it start- 
ed to harden like wax. This grows on grass stems 
and if broken open, has inside it something resem- 
bling caviar, a very small black egg-like mass - if 
anybody knows what this is and what causes it, 
could thev please let me know. 


Swifts, Swallows and 


Martins 


me Many birds such as swallows and 
martins come to Britain for the summer, fly- 
ing south in early autumn to avoid cold winter 
months. About this time of year large numbers of 
migrating birds start to collect together and move 
southwards. Some birds, mainly swifts. leave as 
early as July,others, such as martins and swallows, 
do not leave until September or October. 
Most birds leaving Britain will 
spend the winter in Africa or southem 
Europe before returning next spring. 

Although the number of suitable 
nesting sites is falling, swifts, swallows and mar- 
tins can be encouraged to nest in buildings by 
putting up artificial nests or boxes.
